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A JPhytological Obfervation concerning Orenges and Limns, both 
feparately and in one piece produced on one and the fame Tree at 
Florence: Defcribed by the Flerentin Fhyjitian Petrus Natus, 
and the defer iption lately communicated to the Fublifher. 

T His Tree was, about 30 years fince, firft met with in a Grove 
near Florence ; having an Orenge-ftock, which, it Teems, was 
fo grafted upon, that thence it became,in its branches, leaves, flow* 
ers and fruit,three-formed, fame emulating Ortnge, Tome Limons or 
Citrons, Tome partaking of both forms in one. And particularly 
as to the fruit,Tome of this Tree are meer Orenges,yet Tome of them 
of an oblong fhape like Limons, fome round like common Orenges, 
Tome between both: Others tafle like genuin Orenges, ethers have 
an Orenge fliell, but a Limon-pulp. Moft are of a very ft rung feent 
and a (hell of a very bitter tafte, But then the fame Tree bears 
alfo a kind ofCitron-Limon,yet not To many as of the former kind. 
And not only To, but it produces alfo a fruit, that is in one both 
Litnon, Citron and Orenge, fo as you may fee outwardly two forts 
of fruit reprefcnted in one piece; one, Citron- L imon $ the other, 
Orenge. But this fruit is fo diverfifkd, that fome of them are half 
Citron-limon,halfOrenge; others have two thirds of Citron-limon 
and one of Orenge} others, the contrary : And of all thefe, fome 
are oblong, fome round, fome bunchy ; fome ftnooth,fome rugged} 
fome final], fome of the bignefs of two pound, weight. Their fiefli 
is fodiftinguiflht, that where the Orenge-pulp ends,that of Limon 
begins, and on the contrary. Again,the Orenge- pulp is narrower 
than that of Limon; but this is tenderer than that, not fo agreea¬ 
ble to the tafte as the genuin fingle fruit. And, \yhich is none of 
the leaft remarkable things, they have either none, or very few, or 
empty feeds; concerning which the Author giveth this reafon, thac 
fince this Tree is of the inficitious kind, nor can be repaired or 
propagated by feed, therefore nature was not at all lollicitous in 
the generation of the feed. 

If you inquire about the firft original of this Tree, our Author 
inquires, Whether it have grown by planting Orenge andCitron- 
Limon feed together, and by uniting their young ftems clofe toone 
another * or, whether by inoculating Orenge upon a Citron-Limon 
ftock? Which latter he affirms, faying, that by the marriage of 
thefe Trees, repeated for many years it was come to pafs, that by 
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the clofcivefs of the inoculation, whereby in length of time 
mixed nature of both Trees was ^rown iogfctht’f, which ^ diffe¬ 
rent juyces,permeating the common fibers, had foh % long time nou- 
riflied;whence emerged at length a fiehnen or graft perfectly retain¬ 
ing the nature and fpecies of both,' into whole different branches 
when fometimes one, lometimes both Kinds of juyces did pafs, it 
produced on one of thofe branches, a ineer Orenge, On another, a 
Citron Limon, on a third, a Citron Limon-Orenge, arid evenfome- 
times upon one and the fame branch all the three forts of this fruit 
together. And thus, according to Virgil 2. Gecrgic,, 

Exiit ad caelum ramis felicibics arbos, 

Mir at dr quo novas frottdes, & non fua pom a.

The Intelligent Reader will readily acknowledge, that our Au¬ 
thor had caufe to find fault, as he doth, with the Cimmerian dark- 
aefsof Rivaltia his Edition; who is alfo much c omplained of by 
Mjdcrgius in his Conicks, and by Alex, Anderjm the Scot in his 
Mathematical Exercifes.
